pursuit by the Germans of the 
retreating Belgian army indicates 
that there will be some hard blows 
struck during the next few days in 
the German effort to capture Ostend. 
It is unlikely that they would use 
this port as a base for a move against 
England while the British fleet has 
the supremacy at sea. Any move- 
ment of transports across the chan- 
nel would be certain to result in 
disaster. 
The advantage of Ostend to the 
German cause would lie in furnish- 
ing a harbor of refuge for their sub- 
marines, in case they should attempt 
a raid from Emden or Heligoland 
against the troop ships and freight- 
ers that are maintaiging the British 
communications with their troops in 
the continent. Such a raid if success- 
ful might cause great loss of life and 
might have important influence 
handicapping the British plan of op- 
erations. In any case it would have 
appreciable moral effect. 
Great Britain may be e to 
make a strenuous effort to defeat the 
progress of this German move. For 
fighting on the defensive, close to 
the base such as would be the defense 
of Ostend, half-trained troops can be 
depended upon to give a fair account- 
ing of themselves. The protection of

It may be taken as certain that 
Great Britain is now rushing: to

home waters, so does her land de- 
fense depend upon the fighting on 
the continent.

by an eyewitness with Field Marshal 
French's headquarters, suppiementing 
the narratwe of yesterday of the 
movements of the Mritish forces and 
the French armies in unmediate touch 
with it: 


“On the Sth of October, in spite of 
the perfection of their arrangements 


for ranging and observation, there 
has been much waste of ammunition 
by the Germans. bor instance, with- 
in an area of two acres on our side 
of the Aisne there are more than one 
hundred craters made by their high 
expicosive shells. This shower of pro- 
Jectiies, which must have cost some 
1000 pounds, did absolutely no dam- 
age, for the locality never happened 
to be occupied while it was bein 
bombarded. It also incidentally 

lustrates one weak point of indirect 


“Another 
ammunition is the continued shelling 
of Kheims. This is still carried on at 
intervals and on the 6th resulted in 


their own guns, as of all their 
has been most carefully practiced by 
the Germans, and they construct al- 
ternative entrenchments so that when 
one position is made too hot another 
can be taken without loss of time. 
“Ever since the South African War 
the desirability of rendering troops as 
invisible as possible has generally 
eccurred in all armies and this war 
hes thrown much light on the mat- 
ter. It appears that at long range 
the uniform matters little, the blue 
coat and red trousers of the French 
infantry and cavairy not being any 
more conspicuous than the clothes of 
our own men or of the Germans. But 
at medium ranges the red trousers of 
our allies show up very clearly. When 
the infantry are lying down, bow- 
ever, their caps are not so easily seen 
as our own flat-topped forage caps. 
“From interrogation of prisoners it 
has been ascertained that at medium 
ranges both French and British offi- 
cers are easily distinguishabie from 
their men and that selected marke 
men, provided with field glasses, are 
especially told off from each platoon 
of German infantry to pick off the 
officers. The French officer W de- 
trayed by the greater visibie length of 
his red trousers and by his accouter- 
ments, while the British officer is 
given away by his sword, his open 
jacket with low collar and tie, his 
Sam Browne belt of 
pack. Den such differences 
as the collar or the cut of 
breeches are said to be noticeable. 
The Germans certainly do employ 
snipers and some of them have been 
found on church towers, up trees and 
in houses. One of them succeeded in 
killing two of our officers and wound- 
ing two more before he was accounted 
for. Some of our prisoners report 
that their officers have been ordered 
to remove their distinguishing shoul- 
der straps, but thie may be in order 
not to convey information to the 
enemy as to the units to which they 
belong. At any rate, to judge from 
the officers captured, the or- 
der has not been carried out gener- 
ally. 
“The following notification to his 
troops by one of the French army 
commanders bears upon the German 
methods of warfare: “The Germans 
have foread some prisoners of war to 
remain in their trenches. When the 
French advanced under the impres- 
sion that the trenches were in posses- 
sion of their own side, they were fired 
upon at close range. That this has 
actually been done is fully confirmed, 
with illuminating details as to German 
methods of war in the twentieth cen- 
tury, by an entry in a captured field

MIONEER BANKER 
ENTERS BEYOND. 


Bayles G. Balcom, a former banker, 
‘who for the past thirty years has 
deen a prominent figure in financial 
circles of Southern California, died 
late yesterday afternoon at the Cali- 
fornia Hospital. Death came three 
days after a minor o on for in- 
testinal troubles. 

Mr. Balcom was a self-made man. 
Born at Providence, R. I., in 1847, he 
enlisted at the age of 16 years in the 
Forty-second | Regiment of Massachu- 
setts volunteers, serving until the end 
of the Civil War. He then took up 
railroad telegraphy, working in many 
Offices from Illinois to California. 

In 1880 he was appointed depot 
master at Santa Ana by the Southern 
Pacific and held that position until 
1885, when he engaged in the bank- 
ing business, becoming cashier of the 
Santa Ana Commercial Bank. A 
short time later he was made cash- 
ler of the Bank of Orange, and in 
1894 he organized the Fruit Growers’ 
Bank at Fullerton. 

Six years later Mr. Balcom reor- 
ganized this bank, its name being 
changed to the First National Bank. 
Still retaining his interests in it, Mr. 
Balcom in 1906 organized the Fuller- 
ton Savings Bidg. He remained the 
active head of both banks until early 
this year, when he sold out to an 
eastern banker and came to Los An- 
geles to pass the remainder of his 
days. 

Mr. Balcom was twice married, his 
first wife dying in 1900. To this un- 
ion were born four children, E. K. 
Balcom, cashier of the First National 
Bank of Fullerton; Mrs. Erwin Fair- 
banks, San Diego: Ray Balcom, E' 
Centro, and Irene Balcom, who is 
studying music at Boston, Mr. Bal- 
com also leaves a widow and their 
two children. He purchased a beau- 
tiful home at No. 702 South Kingsley 
drive and moved into it only a few 
months ago. 

Funeral arrangements were not 
completed last night and probably 
will be delayed until the arrival of 
Miss Irene Balcom from Boston.

The published statements of this 
pastor opposing the prohibition 
amendment, seem to mis the 
logical issue entirely. The question 
is not whether it is right or wrong to 
indulge in alcoholic beverages, but 
whether as a matter of public policy, 
we shall continue to sanction the 
manufacture and sale of such liquors.

“Temperance Verusu Prohibition,” 
was the subject of the sermon by Rev. 
J. Whitcomb Brougher, D.D., pastor of 
Temple Baptist Church last night. He 
made a brief reply to Rev. Baker P. 
Lee, who has issued a pamphlet 


against prohibition. He said in part: 

“Rev. Baker P. Lee has issued a 
pamphiet against prohibition and ask- 
ing for fair play to all and especially 
to poor. He makes the statement 


“hat prohibition is a menace to the 


civil and religious liberty of the Amer- 
fcan people 
temperate, ptural 
Christian. 

“He says: ‘In a wealth of texts run- 
ning threughout the entire book, there 
can be found no justification for pro- 
hibition except in the case of the Naz- 
arite.“ The various texts given are re- 
markable in that they don't put his 
case in a very favorable light. He be- 
gins in Genesis and refers us to the 
passage about Noah, which goes on to 
show that Noah's two sons were 80 
ashamed of their father’s drunkenness 
and nakedness that they walked into 
the tent backward and placed a cover 
over him. Another passage referred 
to deals with the drunkenness of Lot. 
Tf this passage doesn’t teach prohibi- 
tion, it certainly shows the need of it. 
Most of the references to the liquor 
business are purely historical, record- 
ing the awful results of the indulgence 
in wine drinking. 

“If Dr. Lee means to say that these 
examples, given us in the Bible are 
proofs that the Bible believes in tem- 
perance and not prohibition and are 
intended as examples for us to follow, 
it is very evident that such temper- 
ance leads to drunkenness, and we can 
expect the same results today that 
they had in Bible times. 

“Dr. Lee declares that it would be 
unfair to the poor man. If an over- 
whelming majority of our people de- 
cide that the liquor traffic must go we 
may be sure that the law made will be 
strictly and impartially enforced. The 
rich man will have no more chance 
to get it than the poor man. The sa- 
loon never has been a friend of the 
laboring man. The greatest monopoly 
in the world is the liquor business. It 
has always crushed the life blood out 
of the laboring class in this country. 

“Dr. Lee, in the next place, declares 
that prohibition ‘amounts to confisca- 
tion of the grape property interests.’ 
This thought has had a great deal 
of force with a good many people. 
But it Is not absolutely true. The land 
now used for raising wine grapes could 
be used to raise tabie grapes. Sta- 
tistics impartially presented show that 
the raising of table grapes pays far 
better than the raising of wine grapes. 
The man today who is raising wine 
grapes could raise table grapes, or he 
may convert his grapes into grape 
juice. The land will not be confis- 
cated. As much money can at least 
be made out of table grapes as is made 
today out of wine grapes. 

“Dr. Lee declares that prohibition 
would be an unjust interference with 
our personal liberty. No man has any 
personal right or liberty to make 
money out of the misfortunes of oth-

Sea and supposed they were safe from 
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danger. In this they were mistaken, 
for Pharoah began to realize the enor- 
mous economic loss he would sustain;

No man need be 
ashamed of failure, providing he has 
a conscience which whispers ‘you have 
done your best.“ We may have the 
sea of paralyzing fear before us, and 
this army of formidable difficulties 
behind us, but if we will march for- 
ward, under Christ, the captain of our 
salvation, victory will perch on our 
banners. 

“Faith that removes mountains will 
sustain our activities. Mortal blows 
will be given organized evils at the 
ballot box. Improved character and 
greater spirituality will add to the 
numbers saved to serve.” :

OMONA, Oct. 11.—The orange as- 
sociations of Pomona Valley al- 
ated with the San Antonio Fruit 
Exchange are shipping through the 
exchange daily now an average of ten 
carloads of Valencia oranges. There 
are about 150 carloads of Valencias 


the San Antonio exchange and these 
will probably all be sent to market 
early next month. 
While the prices received are not 
ruling high the growers will make 
fair profits on their fruit.

An output of about fifty 
tons of apricot pits has been recently 
of to a Los Angeles firm at 
a price of $40 per ton. The kernels 
will be removed from these pits, 
packed in ten-pound lots and shipped 
to Germany, there to be used in the 
manufacture of prussic acid by a se- 


cret German process. The acid will 
— be reshipped to the United 
ta tes. 


The cannery has also sold a hun- 
dred tons of peach pits for $5 per ton 
and these will be used for fuel, the 
demand being much greater than the 
supply. Seven tons of pits from Sal- 
way peaches have likewise been sold 
and at the price of $10 per ton. These 
latter pits are used by nursery tree 
growers in different parts of the 
country.

| OMONA, Oct. 11.—The orange as- 
sociations of Pomona Valley aft 
ated with the San Antonio Fruit 
Exchange are shipping through the 
exchange daily now an average of ten 
carloads of Valencia oranges. There 
are about 180 carloads of Valencias 
yet to be shipped to the East through 
the San Antonio exchange and these 
will probably all be sent to 
early next month. 

While the prices received are not 
ruling high the growers will make 
fair profits on their fruit. The pack- 
ing-houses will be ready as far as 
renovation and improvements are con- 
cerned for the coming season, to take 
care of any holiday fruit which may 
be suitable to ship for the Christmas 
and New Year's market, but it is not 
thought that there will be many or- 
anges sufficiently matured for the 
holidays. 

The local cannery will realize about 
$2500 this year from the apricot and 
peach pits taken from the fruit which 
has been packed during the summer 
and fall. An output of about fifty 
tons of apricot pits has been recently 
disposed of to a Los Angeles firm at 
a price of $40 per ton. The kernels 
will be removed from these pits, 
packed in ten-pound lots and shipped 
to Germany, there to be used in the 
manufacture of prussic acid by a se- 
cret German process. The acid will 
then be reshipped to the United 
States. 

The cannery has also sold a hun- 
dred tons of peach pits for $5 per ton 
and these will be used for fuel, the 
demand being much greater than the 
supply. Seven tons of pits from Sal- 
way peaches have likewise been sold 
and at the price of $10 per ton. These 
latter pits are used by nursery tree 
growers in different parts of the 
country. The pits are planted and 
the sprouts are used for tree-grafting, 
being considered one of the best seed- 
ling varieties for budding nursery 
stock,
